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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument has been centered on the 
method for determining penetration rate and adjusting percussion based on the 

determine penetration rate. Hartiala meets the method because the pressure of the control line 13 is initially set to a predetermined 
pressure by adjusting the pressure regulating valve 14. A penetration rate is thereby determined since the pressure of fluid supplied to 
the feed motor 1 will thereby be set to a predetermined value and the penetration rate is inversely proportional to the pressure of fluid 
supplied to the feed motor. A change in the penetration rate results in a change in the pressure of control line 13 so any subsequent 
penetration rate may be determined by merely determining the change in pressure in the control line 13. A change of pressure in the 
control line 13 results in a change in the volume flow supplied by the pump 9, which in turn results in a change in the 
percussion pressure. This function is clearly disclosed in col. 2, lines 10-15 which state that the force feed of the feeder is affected by 
continuously adjusting the pressure in both ports of the feeder so that, when the pressure in one pressure port increases because of a 
change of the rotary resistance of the device motor and drill rod (percusion device), the pressure in other pressure port decreases. Further, 
Applicant's argument that the combination of Hartiala and Balazy is improper, is not persuasive because Balazy is 
chosen to show that it is well known in the art that fluid flow through a channel may be sensed by providing the channel with a restrictor 
and sensing the pressure drop across the restrictor; and it was also well known that the penetration rate of a rock drilling machine 
depends on the flow of fluid through the channel supplying fluid to a feed actuator of a rock drilling apparatus. 
Therefore, the final rejection mailed on 9/26/2008 is maintained. 
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
